Indianapolis, April 28.—An imme­ 
diate war on rats in the state was 
advised by two high state officials 
today as a measure toward increas­ 
ing Indiana's food supply. 
Dr. J. 
H. Hurty, 
state 
board 
of health 
secretary and 
Frank 
N. 
Wallace, 
state entomologist, 
gave 
warning 
that rats were costing residents of 
the state each year enough to feed 
a small-sized army. 
“Rats destroy a great amount of 
grain and in this year of shortage it 
is essential that 
no point be over­ 
looked whereby the food supply may 
be conserved,” said Wallace. 
“Rats usually have three 
broods 
each year, and when food is plenti­ 
ful there are ten or more to 
the 
litter. 
Spring traps give the best 
results but require frequent seald- 
ings to remove the odor. 
Arsenic 
may be mixed with cheese 
into a 
paste and this placed on toast, but 
care must be taken to keep it from 
the reach if children or domestic 
animals.” 
Dr. IJurty, 
demonstrating 
the 
great waste by rats, told of a trip 
through Grant county recently and 
of seeing many 
corncribs 
which 
were 
being attacked by rats. 
He 
said that men 
were 
moving corn 
from one crib to another and had 
killed more than 50 rats. 
“In the bottom of the crib 
were 
bushels of corn 
which 
had been 
chewed by the rats, who had eaten 
the heart from each grain,” he said.

Health Department and State Ento- 


mologist Declare State Should 


Get Rid of Them 


AS 
FOOD 
SUPPLY1" MEASURE 


Pointed Out That They Destroy 


Large Amount of Grain Each 


Year, Especially Corn 


( By United Fran.) 


•Indianapolis, April 28.—An imme- 


diate wax on rats in the state was 
advised by two high state officials 
today -as a measure toward increas- 
ing Indiana's food supply. 
Dr. J. 


H. Hurty, state board of health 
secretary and ' Frank 
Nl Wallace, 


state entomologist, 
gave 
warning 


that rats were costing residents of 
the state each year enough to feed 
a small-sized army. 


"Rats destroy a great amount of 


grain and in this year of shortage it 
is essential that no point be, over- 
looked whereby the food supply may 
be conserved," said 'Wallace. 


"Rats usually have three broods 


each year, and when food is plenti- 
ful there are ten or more to 
the 


litter. Spring traps give the best 
results but require frequent scald- 
ings to remove the odor. 
Arsenic 


may be mixed with cheese into a 
paste and this placed on toast, but 
care must be taken to keep it from 
the reach if children or domestic 
animals." . 


Dr. Hurty, 
demonstrating 
the 


great waste by rats, told- of a trip 
through Grant county recently and 
of seeing many corneribs 
which 


were being attacked by rats. He 
said that men were moving corn 
from one crib to another and had 
killed more than 50 rats. 


"In the bottom of the crib were 


bushels of corn 
which ia.d been 


chewed by the rats, who had eaten 
the heart from each grain," he said.
